Borne figures given were that 
the fire loss per capita in the United 
8 tates Is 93.10, against 10 cents in Euro¬ 
pean cities. The losses by fire In the 
United States were estimated for the 
last five years at over one Milton dol¬ 
lars. and that the riverage city cost 
of fire departments In the United states 
amounted to five times the in 

European cities. The paper then dealt 
with the necessity of the evolution of, 
building construction till such time as 
absolute fireproof buildings are ob¬ 
tained. Particular specifications at 
considerable length were then given, 
which It was said woqld tend slrtctly 
In the direction of fire prevention. 
Buildings for housing of certain mer¬ 
chandise were advised as undesirable 
on the water-front. "Special care of ex¬
